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To  the  Chairman  and  Members  of 
the  Tutbury  Rural  District  Council 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  pleasure  in  presenting  the  Annual  Report  on  the  health 
of  the  Tutbury  Rural  Distrvict  for  the  year  1967.  This  Report  has  been 
drafted  to  meet  the  requirements  of  the  Ministry  of  Health  Circular  1/68. 

The  population  of  your  district  continued  its  upward  trend  during 
the  year  under  review  and  the  Registrar  General’s  estimate  of  the  mid 
year  population  is  1340  more  than  that  of  the  previous  year.  The  birth 
rate  of  21.3  per  1,000  estimated  population,  though  not  quite  as  high  as 
the  previous  year,  showed  a  ratio  of  1.21  to  the  National  birth  rate  when 
adjusted  for  age  and  sex. 

There  were  fewer  stillbirths  and  infant  deaths  in  your  district  in 
1967.  The  stillbirth  rate  of  0.21  per  1,000  estimated  population  was  close 
to  the  national  rate  of  0.25,  but  the  infant  death  rate  per  1,000  live  births 
was  10.0  and  considerably  lower  than  the  national  rate  of  18.3  (see  the 
comparative  tables  on  page  10). 

The  death  rate  in  Tutbury  Rural  District  when  adjusted  for  age 
and  sex,  gave  a  figure  of  10.14  per  1,000  estimated  population,  repres¬ 
enting  a  ratio  of  0.91  to  the  national  rate. 

The  causes  of  death  at  the  various  ages  are  given  in  the  table  on 
page  11. 

Coronary  disease  and  angina  were  responsible  for  35  deaths  out 
of  the  178  which  occurred.  Heart  disease  is,  therefore,  undoubtedly  the 
major  killer  in  your  district. 

While  I  write  this  report  heart  transplants  are  front  page  news, 
and  one  prays  that  the  ethical  and  technical  difficulties  will  be  overcome 
and  the  efforts  of  those  engaged  in  this  field  of  medicine  will  be  successful. 

Nevertheless,  though  one’s  imagination  can  be  fired  by  the  drama 
of  the  operating  theatre  and  the  surgical  miracles  performed  there,  one 
must  not  overlook  the  fact  that  there  is  a  mounting  toll  of  deaths  due  to 
cancer  of  the  lung — 11  occurred  in  your  district — and  here  prevention  is 
the  key,  prevention  which  depends  on  the  individual  and  his  ability  to 
exercise  self-control  and,  therefore,  has  no  glamour  attached  to  it  at  all. 

Study  of  the  Registrar  General’s  statistics  reveals  that  41.5%  of 
deaths  in  Tutbury  Rural  District  during  1967  occurred  in  persons  of  75 
years  and  over.  This  is  gratifying  but  brings  its  problems,  the  most 
important  of  which  affecting  this  Council  is  the  increasing  need  for  the 
provision  of  housing  suitable  for  the  aged.  Tutbury  Rural  District  Coun¬ 
cil  has  a  record  of  which  it  can  be  proud  in  this  sphere.  Three  welfare 
schemes  are  now  successfully  operating,  in  Stretton,  Rarton-under-  Need- 
wodd  and  Branston.  The  last  named  became  operative  in  1967,  and  is  an 
integral  part  of  the  re-development  of  that  village  following  the  clearance 
of  unfit  housing.  But  the  demand  continues,  and  since  bungalows  are  an 
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expensive  form  of  housing  more  flatlets  may  have  to  be  considered,  some 
of  which  must  be  incorporated  in  welfare  schemes  in  co-operation  with  tile 
Staffordshire  County  Council. 

One  aspect  of  the  problem  which  is  causing  concern  is  the  in¬ 
creasing  number  of  applications  from  elderly  people  who  have  been  left 
alone  in  a  house  too  large  for  their  needs.  Their  increasing  infirmity 
means  that  they  use  less  and  less  ot  their  home  and  the  rest,  being  unused, 
falls  into  neglect  and  disrepair.  These  applicants  are  often  frail  old 
people  who  no  longer  feel  able  to  cope  with  the  responsibility  of  owning 
property  and  ail  that  it  entails,  and  although  one  could  argue  that  they 
have  property  to  sell  and  should  not,  therefore,  become  the  responsibility 
of  the  Council,  I  consider  the  distress  of  many  of  these  applicants  makes 
their  re-housing  need  as  pressing  as  that  of  the  old  person  in  the  cottage 
with  poor  amenities. 

There  were  few  notifications  of  infectious  diseases  during  1967, 
apart  from  Measles.  The  picture  is  not,  perhaps,  as  rosy  as  it  would 
appear,  since  undoubtedly  cases  of  notifiable  diseases  occur  which  are 
not  notified.  This  is  particularly  true  of  gastro-intestinal  disorders,  which 
are  on  the  increase,  and  which  if  investigated  would  often  prove  to  be 
food  poisoning.  The  main  source  of  the  organism  most  commonly  res¬ 
ponsible  for  this  disease  is  farm  animals,  particularly  cattle,  in  whom 
over  the  past  few  years  there  has  been  a  marked  increase  in  incidence.  If 
it  were  made  compulsory  to  notify  this  disease  in  animals  there  is  no 
doubt  its  eradication  would  be  greatly  facilitated.  At  present  the  Medical 
Officer  of  Health  is  dependent  on  information  volunteered,  with  the 
consent  of  the  farmer,  by  Veterinary  Surgeons  practising  in  the  district, 
or  on  receiving  laboratory  reports  on  dead  animals. 

Investigation  of  outbreaks  in  calves  invariably  reveals  that  in¬ 
fection  has  spread  to  the  humans  handling  them,  who,  unless  their  stand¬ 
ards  of  hygiene  are  high  can  in  turn  pass  it  on  to  others. 

With  regard  to  outbreaks  investigated  in  your  district,  it  was  made 
possible  to  treat  the  human  beings  who  had  become  infected  and  thus 
prevent  further  spread  of  the  disease. 

In  this  connection  I  wish  to  thank  General  Practitioners,  Veter¬ 
inary  Surgeons,  the  Veterinary  Officers  of  the  Ministry  of  Agriculture, 
Fisheries  and  Food,  and  the  Director  of  the  Public  Health  Laboratory  for 
their  assistance  and  co-operation. 

The  work  of  the  Public  Health  Inspectorate  was  carried  on  during 
the  year,  at  times  under  pressure,  and  i  wish  to  express  my  thanks  to  your 
Public  Health  Inspectors  for  their  co-operation  and  help.  I  also  wish  to 
put  on  record  my  appreciation  of  the  work  done  over  the  years  by  Mrs. 
Yvonne  Simpson  who  left  at  the  end  of  September  1967  after  11  years’ 
service  as  Clerk  in  the  Department.

The  Tutbury  Rural  District  is  situated  in  Eastern  Stafford¬ 
shire,  its  northern  boundary  being  the  river  Dove  and  its  eastern  and 
southern  boundaries  being  the  River  Trent,  except  where  the  Rural 
District  borders  to  the  County  Borough  of  Burton  upon  Trent.  The 
area  of  the  District  is  approximately  fifty  square  miles  and  it  consists 
of  twelve  civil  parishes  which  include  ten  villages  and  six  hamlets. 

The  Rural  District  lies  on  the  Keupar  Marl  and  thick  masses 
of  gypsum  occur  in  the  parishes  of  Hanbury  and  Tutbury.  The 
greater  part  of  the  District  is  undulating  and  well  wooded,  forming 
part  of  the  ancient  Needwood  Forest,  apart  from  the  portion  which 
lies  in  the  Trent  Valley.  The  soil  is  fertile  and  the  area  under 
cultivation  is  large.  In  the  river  valleys  there  are  large  deposits  of 
sand  and  gravel  which  are  extensively  worked. 


Whilst  the  principal  industry  of  the  Rural  District  is  agri¬ 
culture,  other  industries  are  to  be  found  in  the  various  villages.  At 
Tutbury,  high-class  glassware  is  produced  by  Messrs.  Webb  Corbett, 
Ltd.,  and  in  this  area  gypsum  and  alabaster  are  extensively  mined 
and  prepared  into  plaster,  plaster-board,  etc.  by  Gyproc,  Ltd. 


At  Stretton,  Pirelli  Ltd.  have  a  large  factory  which  produces 
principally  vehicle  tyres  and  slippers. 


In  the  Branston  area,  where  sand  and  gravel  are  extracted, 
are  the  factories  of  the  Marley  Tile  Co.,  Ltd.,  Spun  Concrete,  Ltd., 
and  the  Burton  Box  Co.,  Ltd.,  which  makes  cardboard  boxes.

Tuberculosis  is  still  a  more  frequent  cause  of  death  than  any 
of  the  other  notifiable  acute  specific  infections  however,  and  while 
improved  economic  and  social  conditions  have  played  a  part  in  re¬ 
ducing  the  incidence  of  this  disease  the  traditional  preventive  measures, 
viz.  mass  radiography,  B.C.G.  vaccination  and  contact  tracing,  must 
be  pursued  with  diligence. 
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With  regard  to  B.C.G.  vaccination  in  schools,  this  service  is 
available  to  all  children  in  their  first  year  in  a  senior  school.  It  is 
a  pity  that  more  parents  do  not  give  their  consent  for  tuberculin 
testing  to  be  carried  out.  It  not  only  sorts  out  those  suitable  for 
vaccination  but  brings  to  light  those  in  whom  there  is  a  strong  positive 
reaction,  and  in  whom  an  annual  incidence  of  tuberculosis  of  the  order 
of  0.350  per  1000  may  be  expected  within  the  next  2\  years.  These 
strongly  positive  reactors  need  supervision,  and  this  is  usually  arr¬ 
anged  with  the  chest  physician  for  both  them  and  their  contacts. 
For  other  positive  reactors  to  the  tuberculin  test  it  is  sufficient  to 
arrange  an  annual  attendance  for  X-ray. 

PROPHYLAXIS  AGAINST  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE 


As  you  are  aware,  Staffordshire  County  Council  is  the  respon¬ 
sible  authority  throughout  the  county  with  regard  to  immunisation 
and  vaccination. 

In  this  section  of  the  annual  report,  however,  it  is  customary 
to  include  for  your  information  the  numbers  in  your  district  in  the 
various  age  groups  who,  according  to  the  records  held  in  the  Area 
Health  Office,  were  protected  against  infectious  disease  during  the 
year  under  review. 

Towards  the  end  of  1965,  following  the  recommendation  of 
the  Sub  Committee  on  poliomyelitis  vaccine,  the  Ministry  of  Health 
agreed  that  oral  poliomyelitis  vaccine  could  safely  be  given  at  the  same 
time  as  either  triple  antigen  or  diphtheria/tetanus  vaccine.  According¬ 
ly  the  schedule  of  protective  injections  offered  by  the  Staffordshire 
County  Council  during  1967  was  as  follows: —

As  it 
becomes  standard  procedure  to  give  children  protection  in  the  form 
of  combined  antigens  the  administration  of  the  immunisation  pro¬ 
gramme  and  the  assessment  of  the  response  will  become  simplified.

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MEALS  ON  WHEELS 

During  1967  under  permissive  powers  derived  from  the  Nation¬ 
al  Assistance  Act  1948  (Amendment)  Act  1962,  the  Council  gave 
support  to  the  W.V.S.  Meals  on  Wheels  scheme  to  enable  it  to  be 
operated  within  the  Rural  District. 

Basically  the  scheme  is  to  provide  cooked  mid-day  meals  twice 
per  week  to  deserving  cases  who  by  reason  of  age  or  infirmity  are  likely 
to  benefit  from  them.  The  meals  are  purchased  from  various  canteens 
at  a  cost  of  between  2/3d.  and  2/8d.  each;  the  recipients  pay  1/-  each 
and  the  balance  of  the  cost  is  met  by  this  Council.  Of  this  Council’s 
share  of  the  cost,  50%  is  recovered  from  the  Staffordshire  County 
Council. 

The  W.V.S.  operate  the  delivery  of  meals  and  personal  service 
part  of  the  scheme.  The  W.V.S.  Organiser  for  the  Rural  District  has 
various  village  leaders  who  arrange  a  rota  for  the  ladies  to  deliver  these 
meals.  All  these  W.V.S.  ladies  volunteer  their  services  and  offer  their 
transport  free  of  charge,  which  means,  of  course,  the  service  is  admin¬ 
istered  very  economically. 

Cases  are  referred  by  General  Practitioners,  Nurses,  Hospital 
Almoners,  and  others.  The  degree  of  priority  of  each  case  is  assessed 
by  myself  and  your  Clerk  acts  as  co-ordinator  between  the  various 
persons  concerned  in  running  the  service.

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ANNUAL  REPORT  OF  THE  CHIEF  PUBLIC  HEALTH 

INSPECTOR  FOR  THE  YEAR  1967 

Mr.  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I  have  the  honour  to  present  my  Annual  Report  for  the  Year 

1967. 


Reference  to  the  routine  duties  carried  out  by  the  Department 
is  set  out  fully  in  the  body  of  the  Report  and  I  do  not  propose  to  elab¬ 
orate  on  them  in  the  preamble. 

I  feel,  however,  than  an  exception  should  be  made  in  the  case 
of  one  branch  of  the  work-— Slum  Clearance.  It  is  a  matter  of  great 
satisfaction  to  me  that  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  involving  91 
houses  at  Tutbury  was  confirmed  with  minor  modifications  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

Following  the  Clearance  and  Compulsory  Purchase  Orders 
involving  41  houses  at  Branston  last  year,  this  represents  a  highly  sig¬ 
nificant  achievement  in  dealing  with  one  of  the  most  urgent  problems 
facing  us  today — the  clearance  of  unfit  houses  and  the  re-housing  of 
our  people  in  houses  fit  to  live  in. 

The  heavy  strain  of  this  work,  including  the  detailed  prepar¬ 
ation  of  all  the  Clearance  Order  maps,  has  not  been  without  its  effect 
on  my  health,  and  I  would  like  to  record  my  sincere  appreciation  of  the 
sympathy  and  support  given  to  me  by  the  Members  of  the  Council  and 
my  fellow  Officers  during  the  period  of  my  illness. 

It  would  not  be  fitting  to  close  this  Report  without  referring  to 
the  tragic  sudden  death  in  December  of  Mr.  J.  E.  Franklin,  your 
Refuse  Collection  Foreman.  He  had  given  long  and  faithful  service  to 
this  Council  and  he  will  be  sadly  missed.

The  Chief  Chemist  of  the  South  Staffordshire  Waterworks  Co. 
advises  me  that  the  fluoride  content  of  the  water  supply  is  0.2  parts 
per  million. 
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Drainage  and  Sewerage 

A  series  of  meetings  was  held  with  representatives  of  the 
County  Borough  of  Burton  upon  Trent  to  discuss  the  suggestion  of 
draining  the  sewage  from  Rolleston,  Tutbury  and  Anslow  to  the  Cor¬ 
poration’s  new  Disposal  Works  at  Stretton,  instead  of  enlarging  the 
Council’s  own  works  at  Rolleston,  but  no  satisfactory  solution  was 
reached. 

It  is  to  be  hoped  that  better  progress  may  soon  be  made  as  the 
old  works  at  Tutbury  are  seriously  overloaded. 

Public  Cleansing 

(a)  Refuse  and  nightsoil  collection  and  cesspool  cleansing. 

The  service  has  continued  to  operate  at  a  reasonably  satisfac¬ 
tory  level  considering  the  continued  rise  in  the  number  of  new  houses 
built  in  the  District. 

Planning  permission  for  the  use  of  three  new  sites  as  refuse 
tips  has  been  obtained.  The  anticipated  life  of  these  sites  is  at  least 
five  years  in  total  and  this  is  a  much  happier  position  than  has  been 
the  case  for  some  years. 

The  use  of  boiler  ash,  collected  on  a  contract  basis  from  two 
local  hospitals  and  a  brewery,  as  a  primary  cover  for  refuse  tips  has 
continued  to  prove  satisfactory.  In  addition  it  has  been  possible  to 
obtain  a  substantial  quantity  of  soil  for  the  final  covering  of  the  three 
tips  at  Rolleston  Park  Farm. 

The  purchase  of  a  small  bulldozer  for  levelling  work  on  the 
tips  has  proved  very  beneficial.  Better  consolidation  is  assured,  a 
quicker  turn  round  of  the  tipping  vehicles  has  resulted,  together  with 
a  marked  reduction  in  the  number  of  punctures  both  on  the  tractor 
and  the  collection  vehicles. 

The  collection  period  averaged  between  9  and  10  days  whilst 
the  weekly  collection  of  nightsoil  from  some  400  properties  operated 
satisfactorily.  In  addition  240  privately  owned  and  57  Council  owned 
cesspools  were  emptied. 

In  view  of  the  outbreak  of  foot  and  mouth  disease  orders  were 
given  that  no  refuse  collection  vehicles  were  to  visit  farm  premises. 
A  press  announcement  was  also  made  informing  farmers  that  if  they 
required  a  collection  this  would  be  made  from  the  road  entrance  to 
their  premises. 

Additional  precautions  had  to  be  taken  at  the  tip  as  this  was 
located  on  a  farm.  Each  workman  was  issued  with  rubber  boots,  and 
footbaths  with  disinfectant  and  a  straw  pad  soaked  in  disinfectant 
were  provided  and  maintained  at  the  road  entrance  to  the  tip  through¬ 
out  the  period  of  emergency. 
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Fortunately  no  outbreak  of  the  disease  occurred  on  the  farm 
where  the  tip  was  sited.

Tutbury  Clearance  Areas 

On  19th  December  a  Public  Local  Inquiry  was  held  into  the 
Rural  District  Council  of  Tutbury  (Parish  of  Tutbury)  Compulsory 
Purchase  Order,  1967,  by  Mr.  W.  J.  N.  Oswald,  instructed  by  the 
Minister  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

The  Order  related  to  88  dwellings  (including  three  houses  with 
retail  shops)  and  Clearance  Areas  which  were  considered  unfit  for 
human  habitation,  and  three  houses  considered  fit,  a  disused  commer¬ 
cial  garage,  three  lock-up  garages,  a  store  yard  and  buildings,  and  two 
areas  of  land  required  for  orderly  re-development  outside  the  Clear¬ 
ance  Areas. 
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The  Order  was  subsequently  confirmed  by  the  Minister  subject 
to  the  exclusion  of  one  fit  house  and  the  amendment  from  pink  to  grey 
(i.e.  unfit  to  fit)  and  7  houses,  together  with  minor  amendments  con¬ 
cerning  the  areas  of  land  outside  the  Clearance  Areas. 

The  first  significant  step  in  dealing  with  the  unfit  houses  in 
Tutbury  has  thus  been  taken,  and  although  strong  feelings  were  ex¬ 
pressed  against  the  Council’s  proposals  at  the  Inquiry  I  am  confident 
in  my  own  mind  that  once  the  project  is  completed  people  will  say  “it 
ought  to  have  been  done  years  ago”,  or  “why  didn’t  ‘They’  make  more 
comprehensive  proposals?” 

Branston  Clearance  Areas 

The  development  of  the  site  at  Clays  Lane  was  completed 
during  the  year,  77  units  of  accommodation  being  provided,  including 
Welfare  Scheme  of  20  flats  and  bungalows  with  a  resident  Warden. 

The  re-housing  of  displaced  families  from  the  41  houses  in  the 
four  clearance  areas  and  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  site  has  also 
been  completed  during  the  year,  mainly  on  the  Clays  Lane  site. 

It  is  hoped  to  let  a  contract  early  next  year  for  the  demolition 
of  the  14  houses  on  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  site. 

Of  the  four  clearance  areas,  two  have  been  purchased  by  a  local 
builder.  Demolition  and  re-development  of  attractive  detached  and 
semi-detached  houses  and  bungalows  is  in  an  advanced  stage. 

The  sum  total  of  these  efforts  has  resulted  in  a  greatly  im¬ 
proved  centre  to  the  village  of  Branston,  and  when  the  two  remaining 
clearance  areas  and  the  Compulsory  Purchase  Order  site  have  been 
re-developed,  the  much  needed  “face-lift”  will  be  complete.
